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MABTIW LDTOKa KING. JB , 

On Aognst 29, 1965, the Reverend Martin Lather 
King, Jr., President, Southern Christian Lesdership Conference 
(SCLC) , was interviewed on CBS Television progran "Face the 
Hat Ion" at Washington, D. C. This news interview was con- 
ducted by Lew food, CBS News Correspondent, Rowland Evans, 
Coluanlst, Kew York Herald Tribune Syndicate, and Martin 
Agronsky, CBS News Correspondent. 

At the outset Dr. King indicated he had been so 
busy with the Civil Bights Movement that he had not had a 
chance to write a letter to Bo-Chi-Hinh. He indicated he 
thinks it Is very urgent to work relentlessly for a negotiated 
settlenent of the dangerous and tragic conflict in ?iet Nam 
and he wanted to use whatever concern that he could muster 
at this point to express his desire along with numerous 
people all ova* the world to bring an end to that conflict. 

Statements made during the program are substantially 
as follows. Questions asked by the above newsmen are indicated 
by the letter '*Q" and answers given by Dr. King are indicated 
by the letter "A**. 

Dr. King, many Negro and white civil ri^ts 
leaders, also responsible men of our Govern- 
ment have indicated their concern that by 
your use of your own prestige and the Civil 
Rights Movement to seek Independently a Viet- 
namese peace, you might end with weakening, 
dividing, and even negating the strengths of 
the Civil Rights Movement in this country. 
How would you respond to that crltlclsa? 

I would certainly say I don't think this is 
true, first, I must make it alear that my 
expressions on the war in Viet Nam grow out of 
something much larger than participation in 
the Civil Rights Movement. I happen to be i 
minister of the gospel and I take that ministry 
very seriously and in that capacity I have not

For record puro6ses, at 3:30 p.m. to^y Lee SVhite at the y)kii 
White House telephoned and UQked to Wick. He said he had just received a 
telephone call from AndreJUjfioung, assistant to Martin Luther King, who was 
falling from Los Angeles. White said that Martin Luther King shortly before N 
had attempted to talk with the President unsuccessfully. Young told Mr. vVhite 
that King wanted the President to know that Ring had received this afternoon 
a telephone call from persons in Philadelphia. These persons told King that 
the situation in Philadelphia is tense. Young said King wanted advice as to 
whether King should send people to Philadelphia to alleviate the situation. 

White told Wick he got the distinct feeling Young was attempting ^ 
to impress the White House with the amount of knowledge held by the King 

crowd or else attempting to be in the position of saying "I told you so" in case | 

anything occurred in Philadelphia. White said further that he got the point ^ 

across to Young that these matters should be left to the constituted authorities ^ 

and that, of course, whatever King wished to do was up to them. A^hite stated ^ 
that Yoxmg told him that the King party intended to return to Atlanta today. 

White stated his only purpose in calling the Bureau was to alert 
us to the fact that Martin Luther King's people had called the White House

The communists' 
efforts back of this incident, and those individuals perpetrating the incident were 
mentioned. 




Speaker McCormack was quite calm about the entire briefing. He 
stated he had heard much in the way of rumor previously^ however, he wanted 
to know if the information he had received was accurate. He stated he now 
; recognized the gravity of the situation and that something obviously must be done 
^ f about it. He inquired as to vrtiether the President knew these facts, I replied in 
1 the affirmative. 



The Speaker stated that he thought that "Edgar Hoover did not 
dall King a notorious liar for nothing. " He stated he now recognized why the 
Director branded King as he did. He added that he was in complete sympathy 
with the Director taking this action. 



The Speaker spoke lengthily concerning the desperate need to

most heated debate concerned King's demand for a civilian 
police review board.

Yorty was quoted as stating, "l don't think that 
it's wise for Dr. King to try and simplify all the complex 
issues that led to the riot and personify them In Chief Parker" 
and that Dr. King "shouldn't have come here,"

Yorty and Governor Erov:n, King replied, "l thinl: the governor 
hat- been moving in a forthright and committed vray but I am not 
going to get into any r.ajrie calling."

In the press 
release King stressed the necessity for nonviolence in settling 
Negro problems and stated that it is the ^oh of "all Americans 
to right the wrong from which such violence springs." He 
called for responsibility from both Negroes and Caucasians. 
The release stated that criminal responses are "environmental". 
The release stated that he had come to Los Angeles at the 
request of individuals and organizations, who were not 
identified by neune, and that he had come to support "responsible" 
Negroes. The release listed a five point program which Included 
ministering to thousands of Negroes innocent of any wrongdoing 
who have lost their homes and Jobs and to pledge the support 
of the Southern Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC) to 
morally and financially assist these people; to visit Negroes 
in prison in an attempt to find ways in which they can help

Neither In the prepared release nor in the question 
and answer session was any reference made to Viet Nam. 

The "Herald Examiner", a dally metropolitan 

Los Angeles newspaper, for August 17, 19^5, section A, page 3> 
carried an article captioned "Dr. King Here to Wring Good Prom 
Evil". The article concerned the press conference King held 
at International Airport following his arrival and quoted him 
as stating that he had "come to listen" and that he would make 
no Judgments until he had met with Negro and white leaders and 
visited the strife torn Watts area. He described the rioting 
as a "blind, misguidea revolt against society and authority". 
King praised the leadership in the Negro community and named 
responsible Negro leaders in Los Angeles as the Reverend H. H.

The article further stated that King had met with 
Governor Brown later in the day and that in the meeting he 
urged Brown to support a police civilian review board In 
Los Angeles and to push for release of Federal anti-poverty 
funds and to visit the Watts area.

The SCLC held a aass neeting at the Blrmlnghan 
City Auditorlun at 8:00 P.M., August 127 1965, without 
incident. Approximately 3,500 people vere in attendance 
and about $17,000.00 collection was taken in. Reverend 
Martin Luther King made a short speech at the end of the 
meeting. He was forced to cut his speech short due to 
the lateness of the hour as people began walking out. The 
only topic he discussed was the war in Viet Nam. He stated 
the United States Government should negotiate a peace; that 
war is evil. King said he had been advised to leave the 
war to experts, but he is not going to follow this advice. 
He mentioned the Bay of Pigs and two current books con- 
cerning the late President Kennedy, stating that Kennedy 
regretted he depended so much on experts. Reverend King 
stated that new diplomatic machinery should be created to 
negotiate a peace. 

The meeting adjourned at - approximately 11:45 P.M., 
CST. No prayer vigil or night march was held and the crowd 

dispersed peacefully.

But it is 
not courage nor militancy to strike out blindly. Our enemies 
have always hoped that we would lose our heads and riot against 
the guilty and Innocent alike. This enables them to argue 
that we haven't decency or good sense. I speak to you as one 
who had to march with other Negroes against guns, clubs« dogs 
and whips and who won victories over cruel and barbarous sheriffs 
and k3ansmen. We won victories because we had a greater 
weapon - disciplined cool heads, and iron determination not to 
provoke into violence. Our adversaries have always known what

to do when we lost our heads - It gave them a chance to beat 
our heads. They have never known what to do when we refused 
to be sucked into the trap of violence. ■C^'J 

"Tonight the whole world is watching you. If you 
want all America to respect you, if you want the world to 
know that you are men, put down your weapons and your rocks. 
Get a coinmittee together to draw up demands. If you want my 
help I will sit with you and plan how to improve your conditions. 

"Negroes in the South were not less oppressed than 
you and we have run Jim Crow from thousands of places without 
using a rock or a bullet. We made millions of white Americans 
sick and ashamed of their practices and by our discipline won 
TTp.ny to our side. You are harming yourselves, not the 
?€,?:regatlonlsts. Tonight in the South, the segregationist is 
delighted. He has made you lose your temper and for a few 
iTiOnients of emotional excitement and relief you are conducting 
yourself without reason, without a name 20id without a goal. 
You are not an army of Negro people if you fight without reason. 
Our people are not rioters and are not looters. Come back to 
our ranks where there is room for honest courage and militancy, - 
w>:ere real and permanent victories have been won and will be won 
in the right way. c 6 

"The man who cools off, who puts down his weapon and 
stands up with only his body is the man of courage. Don't let 
us down here in the South, Don't discredit brave Negroes in 
Jails in Johannesburg. Don^t set yourself back. You can still 
win a great victory by halting the fighting because there is 
more honor and dignity in looking the other side squarely in 
the eye and demanding your rights thati there is in stiruggling 
in blind fury. In the name of brave Negroes who have died in 
the South over the past ten years of bitter struggle, I appeal 
to you to end the hostilities so that together we can march 
forward for real gains for our people everywhere". ^.^^ 

A confidential source, who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, advised on August l4, 19^5, that 
Bayard Rustin (organizer of the March on Washington), 
and Martin Luther King were in contact on that date. Their ^. 
contact, according to the source, dealt with the rioting in 
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Los Angeles. King told Rustln that he was on his way to 
Puerto Rico to deliver a speech, and that upon arrival he would 
issue a press release dealing with the situation In Los 
Angeles, therefore, wanted Rustln' s suggestions on the matter. 
Rustln suggested to King that the following points should be 
66ntalned * In any statement to the pressr^^ j 

"That we deplore resorting to violence no matter 

who is engaged in the violence because it is wrong and socially 
destructive. That while we deplore violence, we also deplore 
the concentration of the ghetto life which leads, with the 
absence of Jobs, bad education and slums, to the hopelessness 
and despair where the Negro youth, out of these conditions, 
feel that they have no stake In American society", Rustln 
suggested in reference to that point, that King make mention- *- 
of President Johnson's conference scheduled to be Held " .> 
in November,, 1^5, which will deal with the whole ghetto ana 
family life problem, by stating that he hoped new and stirring 
Ideas would emerge from the conf6rence#v- wt" 

In continuing his suggestions, Rustln said that 
King should point out that, "Rightly or wrongly, whether or 
not there was, in fact, police brutality in Los Angeles, 
almost every Negro In every family has, at one time or another, 
felt that he has been maltreated by the police; therefore, in 
addition to the social problems, in every city there needs to 
be a civilian review board. This board is to protect the 
policeman when he is right and to protect the citizen when 
the policeman is not right". C P 

King and Ftustin both remarked that they had been 
asked to go to Los Angeles to help suppress the riots, but 
bothq)ined that they would not be able to be of much assistance 
since the situation had deterioreted to such a point that it was 
a Job for the National Cfuard. They ended their contact 
by speculating on whether or not they would be of any help 
subsequent to the riots. Z~'4 

The same confidential source furnished Information on 
August l4, 1965, which disclosed that Rustln and Roy Wilkins 
(Executive Secretary of the National Association for the 
Adva^icement of Colored People, NAACP) were in contact on 
that date concerning, among other things, the rioting in^^ 
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Los Angeles, In that regard, Rustin said a number of Ministers 
in Los Angeles, who had done nothing (to end the riots), vfere 
putting pressure on King to come to Los Angeles to aid In 
quelling the riots, Jtustln said King was going to Puerto"*" 
Rico to speak, but had airline tickets to travel to Los Angeles 
on his way back from Puerto Rico. Rustin said King would do 
nothing but create more confusion and embarrass himself if he 
went to Los Angeles. Wllkins concurred, adding that If King 
did go to Los Angeles, he would be regarded as an emissary 
sent to quiet the rioters. 

The source advised on August 14, I965, that Rustin 
and Harry Wachtel were in contact on above date. During their 
contact, Wachtel spoke in regard to the rioting in Los Angeles, 
stating that he was not unhappy because the "power structure 
acts as if they are only dealing with King and they are not^ftxjysnj 
dealing with guys who are easily incited, who live in 
stinking conditions". Rustin said he had dissuaded King 
from going to Los Angeles at this time.
